Cue of lilt* motel thrilling aud won 
*erful sights in the world is that of tilt* 
tinny fisheries of the Mediterranean 
tea. 
The pursuit of these great aud 
swift fishes is nota mere tame operation 
af netting. 
It is a tight between man 
aud sea creatures such as is duplicated 
nowhere except tu the whale fisheries. 
Tile tuuuy is a huge mackerel. He is a 
predaceous fish. aud his course through 
the seas is that of a destroyer without 
parallel. 
So deadly is the tunny to the 
schools of herring aud similar food 
tithes that he is t ailed the herring hog. 
in our waters he is kuowu more geu 
orally as the horse mackerel. 
T he tunny lisheries are distinctly En 
ropeau, and they are the oldest iudus 
uy that is known in the Mediterranean 
*ea. 
To capture them mt*u must baud 
themselves together In large nudies. 
for fishermen singly could do nothing 
Hith these fishes, which grow to a length 
af ten feet ami weigh over half a ton 
sometimes. 
Therefore there is a ays 
tem of co-operation on the coasts that 
are visited by the tunny, a system 
which dates hack to the Phoenicians, 
who were great tuuuy catchers in their 
lime. 
The perfection of this system is due. 
among other things, to the fact that 
the big fishes have absolutely regular 
habits, 
lu normal times they can be 
relied on to make their appearance at 
certain periods almost to the minute 
When they come, it is iii huge schools 
that eau be seen afar, for they scour 
the waters like ships of war, and tin* 
leapitigs of their prey aud me leaping^ 
of their own bulky bodies beat the 
deep into white foam aud lather. 
Since they are so exact in their hab­ 
its, the fishermen prepare for them al 
ways before they arrive. 
Al some des 
ignated spot are spread enormous nets, 
exceedingly deep aud 
made of 
the 
strongest of line. 
T hese are uot de­ 
signed to catch the tunnies. 
They are 
spread out merely rn force the fishes to 
edge in aud rn until they are led to the 
real prison net, which is a vast eon 
trivanee set in an immense square and 
powerful enough to defy anything thai 
swims. 
As soon a s the last of the school has 
entered this b oxlik e inclosure the side 
of the great net are raised at a sign al 
At first the im prisoned fishes do not 
show an y sig n s of alarm, but as the 
net rises, inch by inch, from the w a ler 
depths glea m in g , sw ord lik e backs up 
pear here and there above the surface.

One of the most thrilling and won 
fierful sights in the world is that of the 
tinny fisheries of the M editerranean 
gen. 
The pursuit of these great aud 
swift fishes is n o ta mere tam e operation 


o f netting. 
It is a tight between man 
iu d sea creatures such as is duplicated 
nowhere except iu the whale fisheries. 
The tuuuy is a huge m ackerel He is a 
jn*daceous fish. aud his course through 
the seas is that of a destroyer without 
parallel. 
So deadly is the tunny to the 
schools of herring and similar food 
fishes that he is called the herring hog. 
in our w aters he is kuowu more gen 
••rally as the horse m ackerel 
The tuuuy fisheries are distinctly Eu­ 
ropean, and they are the oldest indus 
try that is known rn the Mediterranean 
ifti. 
To capture them men must baud 
themselves together in large oodles* 
for fishermen singly could do nothing 
With these fishes, which grow to a length 
of ten feet aud weigh over half a ton 
sometimes. 
Therefore there is a sys 
tem of co-operation on the coasts that 
are visited by the tunny, u system 
which dates bock to the Phoenicians, 
who were great tuuuy catchers in their 
time. 
The perfection of this system is due, 
among other things, to the fact thai 
the big fishes have absolutely regular 
habits, 
lu normal times they can be 
relied on to m ake their appearance ai 
certain periods alm ost to the minute 
When they come, it is in huge schools 
that eau be seen atar, for they scour 
the w aters like ships of war, and tile 
leapiugs of their prey aud the leapiugs 
of their own bulky bollies beat the 
deep into w hite foam aud lather. 
Since they Ute so exact in their bab­ 
us, the fishermen prepare for them ai 
ways before they arrive. 
At some des 
iguated spot are spread enormous nets, 
exceedingly deep aud 
made of tile 
► trongest of line. 
these are not de­ 
signed to catch the amines. 
They are 
spread out merely to force the fishes lo 
edge in aud in until they are led to the 
real prison net, which is a vast con 
trivauce set in an immense square and ; 
powerful enough to defy anything that J 
swims. 
As soon as the last of the school has 
entered this boxlike inclosure the side 
of the great net are raised at a signal 
At first the imprisoned fishes do uot 
siiow any signs of alarm , hut as the ; 
net rises, inch by inch, from the w ater j 
depths gleaming, swordlike backs ap j 
pear here and there above the surface, ; 
darting with incredible sw iftness from 
hide to side of the net. 
Each instant 
more oi 
these living blades appear 
above the surface. 
Then the fishes begiu to leap. 
Here 
one launches himself straight out of the 
water—GOO pounds of glorious life—to 
ward the sky, lo crash hack into the 
sea with a daillike blow' of sides and 
tail that m akes tie ocean echo. 
An 
other aud another rises aud falls back 
'•'ooh the scene is as if the abysses of 
ihe sea were spouting their iuhabit- 
.mts, for hundreds of immense silver 
Hashing fishes rise everyw here at once 
w ithin the net. 
But 
now 
a 
ucw 
element 
enters 
Long, narrow fishing boats push into 
'he inclosure. 
In them stand brown 
uieu with latices and spears and big 
knives lashed to poles. 
Then begins a 
fight that is terrible to see. 
The men 
thrust madly into the struggling mass 
es of fishes. The fishes leap aud roll aud 
dive and leap again, ham m ering the 
sea with 
lads that churn like the 
screws of steam ships and whiten the 
waves with foam 
Before many min 
utcs boats aud men are drenched with 
bloody water. 
T he surface of the 
ocean is red. 
Out of tie* smoking 
spray peer faces now and then that are 
dabbled 
with 
blood 
All 
they 
look 
scarcely hum an 
Now and thou a man slips and fails! 
among the harried fishes. 
T hen there j 
are loud scream s from his companions 
and cries of supplication from bim as 
fie calls to hi** patron saint, for it is no 
joke to fall am ong those mighty bodies 
that are dashing around in their deatli 
throes. 
So the fight continues till in th at in­ 
closed space of sea there Is uot a fish 
alive. 
Every boat is half full of water 
and loaded down with living silver, 
where the slim, piratical bodies of the 
beautiful fishes lie. The inhabitant* of 


and the roe is a great delicacy, which 
brings fancy prices. 
The tunnies that 
are caught off the Italian coasts have 
to bt' passed through the custom house 
when they are lauded, like any other 
merchandise, and the streets there pre 
sent a strange appearance then, for on 
all sides are wheelbarrows full of the 
shapely, 
monstrous 
creatures.—New 
York Press.

It is a tight betw een m an 
aud sea c re a tu re s such as is duplicated 
aow here ex cep t iu the w hale fisheries. 
The tunny is a huge m ackerel. lie is a 
j**‘daceous fish, and his course through 
the seas is th a t of a d e stro y e r w ithout 
parallel. 
So deadly is th e tunny to the 
schools of h erring an d sim ilar food 
fishes th a t he is called the herring hog. 
in our w a te rs he is kuow u m ore gcu 
eraily as the horse m ackerel. 
The tunn y fisheries a re distinctly E u ­ 
ropean, an d they a re the oldest indus 
try th a t is know n in the M editerranean 
sea. 
To c a p tu re them uieu m ust baud 
them selves to g e th e r in large tiodies, 
for fisherm en singly could do nothing 
with these fishes, w hich grow to a length 
«r ten feet a n d w eigh ov er half a ton 
som etim es. 
T h e re fo re th ere is a sys 
tern of co-operation on the coasts that 
are visited by 
the tunny, a system 
which d a te s back to the Phoenicians, 
who w ere g re a t tuiiuy c a tch e rs in their 
time. 
The perfection of this system is due. 
am ong o th e r things, to the fact that 
the big fishes h av e absolutely regular 
habits,
